Apanr from the question of the hour, which 
is tho relief of Peking and the. quelling of the 
insurrection in the North, there remains 
the deeper and more lasting oue for Eng- 
? Yond of avhat is to follow the restoration of 
order —a question pregnant with issues 
vital to the prosperity of British interests 
and British trade. We have not the slight- 
est doubt but that, if it were possible, our 
Foreign Office would revert to that policy 
of drift. which has characterized their atti- 
‘tude on the’ China question in, the’ past. 
Happily or unhappily, as the event may 
prove, and ag the public opinion of England 
may he guided, this is an attitude which 
they are not likely to be allowed to assume. 
It will be well for. this generation and for 
the generations to come that the gravity of 
the crisis which they are called upon: tq face 
be brought ‘forcibly before the Government, 
and with the Transvaal question well on the 
_ way to solution it is not unlikely that it will 
Le so pressed on their notice that inaction 
on their part will become .an’ impossibility. 


But it is at the same time, absolutely essen- | 


tin] that the great, mass of the public at 
home should have itclearly pinced before them 
that this is the turning point in the histor, y 
of Cliina, dnd that. as they may BOW! NOW'bO 
they will reap in the future. ° After restora 
tion. of order, the first: problem the Powers 
will have to face is the question of Empire 0 
‘no Empire—division ar maintainance of the 
-'glatus que. "Phere will doubtless be a party 


who will advocate the policy. of divisiogl, but | 


England and Ame a if not’ other Powers, 
will viithout doubt adhere to their original

In this connection. it is to 


‘be-noted that it was obviously the intention 


of the Clsinese ‘Government, previows to the 
owtbreak of hostilities, to “deal ‘with’ this 
question from the old standpoiitt that for- 
eign uations were“ concerned. oaly ‘with the 
question of taxation on imports and exports 
aud that iiternal taxation was one solely con- 
corning the Chinese themselves, aud which 
consequently they could fix and arrange on 
any basis they liked, Had the British Gov- 
ment éver been foolish. enough to listen to, 
not to mention entertain, any such proposals, 
we should have no-hesitation’ in saying their 
action would be regarded as almost criminal 
by. that portion of the publics whe haveany 
knowledge or idea of the manner in which 
‘| -the corrupt provi sincial edministrat ratious atran- 
gle trade. So closely related and interwoven 
are the threads of commerce that it is im- 
possible to tighten or break one without at 
the sume time increasing the strain and ten- 
sion pu tle others to a dungevous extent. 
In asword, it is that: mistaken idea so long 
entertained by our Government that the in-’ 
ternal affairs of China are none. of theiz 
business, which is, toa Inrge extent. respon- 
sible for the present situation. But, be the 
canses which lod up to it what they may, the 
situation exists, and financial reform of the 
Empire has got to be forced. First aud 


foremost, then, must be the abolition of the- 


dual system of custom houses throughout; 
the necessity for which has been again and 
again. represented by the mercantile com- 
munity of the Far East, but without receiy- 
iny any other recognition. from the Govern- 
ment than the barest acknowledyement that 
it would be a desiruble reform. This abcli- 
tion must be done nominally at once ; that 
is to say, an Imperial decree must be issued 
placing them all under the one Imperial ad- 
ministration which hasthe capacity or capabi- 


lity of undertaking the task—the Imperial [ 


Maritime Customs. 'Theactualtaking over of 
the adininistration will of course be a niat- 
ter of time, but os a preliminary the various 
Imperial Commissioners now in charge af 
the Treaty Ports must be given full author- 
ity to assume control of those customs and” 
lekin stations coming under their immediate’ 
cognizance, Their gradual abolition or con- 
solidation, according to circumstances, into 
one Imperial administration will follow. “A 
Railway and Mining Department must be 
established on the lines of those in vogde in 
civilized countries aud the potential capabi- 
lities of China be allowed free development. 


| Such are a few of the ‘steps that must be 


taken in the near future by the Powers who 
will exercise a controlling voice in the future 
of. the Celestial Empire ; and’ of* those 
Powers.the most prominent should be, and 
must be, ‘England. Her vast trading inter- 
ests, her well-known impartiality to all 
comers, render jt-imperative that she should 
take the lead in introducing reform, civiliza- 
tion, and equality of treatment for all na- 
tionalities,- into a.country “where her inter- 
ests ure stil. paramount over ‘those of all 
other nations. 

So much for tho future, but in looking 
forward it by no means behoves us to. for- 
get the immediate present. . There are large 
stums of money due by China for loans con- 
tracted. There is also a pretiy fair account 
to settle for the expenses in connection with 
this trouble in the Nozth, and it is not to-be 
supposed that in either case the subscribers 
tothe loans, or those nations who have al- 
reaily ‘experienced losses in the lives of their 
subjects which no money can repay, will be 
content to be pecuniary losers. Meanwhile, 
however, the Imperial ‘Customs administra: 
tion is duly collecting revenue day by day 
and. paying it over to ‘the provincial officials 
who, it may be supposed; either remit it to 
Peking or not as they sea fit. It becomes 
then a question whether the Powers should 
not notify the Viceroys of the various pro- 
vinees that, pending the. settlement of the 
trouble in ‘the “North, ‘they are to: retain
